PLANNING FOR UNITED ACTION. 


Civic Federation Calls a Meeting of All 
Persons Interested in Relief. 

The practical work of the Civic Federation, 
Chicago’s new philanthropic society, was for- 
mally inaugurated at the meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive committee at the Palmer House yes- 
terday morning. There was a full attendance 
of the committee. Ways and means for enter- 
ing upon the work undertaken received long 
and earnest discussion, which was concluded 
by issuing a general call for a codperative 
meeting at Recital Hall, in the Auditorium, 
Tuesday, Dec. 12, at 8 v. m. Lyman J. Gage 
will preside at the meeting, and those invited 
are the representatives of the City Govern- 
mentand the County Board, the officials of 
all charitable societies, relief committees of 
labor ‘organizations, churches, and other as- 
sociations at present attempting to relieve 
distress in Chicago. 

Mrs. J. M. Flower, a member of the com- 
mittee, said: There is no doubt that at least 
$1,000,000 will be required, unless, as would 
be much better, manufacturers conclude to 
give poor men employment. In some places 
great factories, which had shut down, have 
started up again for the special purpose of 
furnishing employment to their former oper- 
atives. Where they cannot employ their 
whole force, a good way is for them to em- 
ploy part of it for half the day and part for 
the other half. Some say that work cannot 
be done this way, but others, I believe, have 
found it practicable. Now, this kind of re- 
lief, as it preserves the independence and 
self-respect of the men, is the best relief 
imaginable; and unless this should be done, 
then I say $1,000,000 will not be enough to 
do what should be done for the unemployed 
poor of Chicago this winter. The money can 
be raised. I have faith enough in 
the charitable feelings of the Chicago 
people to believe that they will 
contribute $1,000,000 as soon as the matter 
is properly laid before them. First we should 
finish our plans. To ask for this money be- 
fore it is definitely stated what is to be done 
with it would be a mistake and prove a fail- 
ure. My opinion is that the money ought to 
be raised by the charitable societies them- 
selves, according to an agreed plan, and in 
such a way as not to duplicate each other’s 
work,

Thus spoke W. T. Stead at the meeting at 
Central Music Hall last night. Almost before 
he had finished a storm of cheers and hisses 
arose and a man in thegallery shouted: 

Does the saloonkeeper do this because he 
loves his fellow. man or because he loves his 
money! — 

“If he did it use of his love for the 
man,“ replied Mr, Stead, he would deserve 
to be called, not a salGonkeeper but a saint.“ 

This was apparently the sentiment of the 
majority in the house, for they cheered and 
applauded for several minutes. Beſore the 
applause had stilled a-white haired man in the 
body of the house grose and shouted some 
reply which was lost in the noise. He per- 
sisted and the crowd began guying and yell- 
ing. It required the efforts of Chairman 
Hobbs, Mr. Stead; and two-thirda of the 
audience to subdue Hm. He finally subsided, 
shouting, ‘‘] won't have the churches abused 
by any subject of Queen Victoria.. Then 
Mr. Stead contjnuad his argument. 

The hall was packed from floor to dome 
with a mixed audience, attracted by the an- 
nouncement that Helen M. Gougar would re- 
ply to W. T. Stead's reflections on the tem- 
perance people and churches, and that Mr. 
Stead would deliver a rejoinder.

She requested that the 
ushers would, if possible, .make way for him, 
She them expressed the wish that God would 
give her the grace to speak to the people with 
effectiveness.

Rallying quickly from this interruption, 
Mrs. Gougar remarked that the United States 
was a country of boundless resources for the 
support and comfort of humanity and could 
sustain ten times its present population if 
there was seen less of the golden calf and 
more of the golden rule. The Ameri- 
can people had it in their power 
to de anything they wanted to be, 
in respect of prosperity and comfort. 
But in spite of this there arose from every 
corner of the land a cry of want and su ffer- 
ing, and men were saying. Give us work or 
give us bread. Never before was there such 
need of patriotic action. It was time to for- 
get creed, politics, color, and blood, and view 
the situation from the standpoint of human- 
ity. 

Mrs. Gougar then gave a minute descrip- 
tion of the night scenes of late in the base- 
ment corridor of the City Hall and at the 
“Harrison Street Police Station. She had at- 
tended the bread distribution in New York 
and Philadelphia, but the Chicago scenes baf. 
fled description. She contended that a city 
that could manage a World’s Fair could take 
care of its poor. If no other building could 
be got she was in favor of taking the Fine 
Arts Institute, throwing out its statues, and 
inviting in the freezing poor. People in-

quired whether these sufferers were not 


mere bums. but she served them not- 
ice that the time had come when the public 
had to look out for bombs. She then 
pictured the scenes in the City Hall and 
station which have already been made familiar 
to the public through the press. She said that 
unless something was done at once, the 
crowding of meu together in these places 
would certainly breed contagion. 
Arrests for Revenue Only. 


7 In speaking of the Harrison Street Stetion 


‘Mrs. Gougar was particularly severe on the 
management of the social evil. She said she 
saw the cells crowded with women and then 
saw them turned out at midnight with a $3 
fine, to be arrested again within an hour.. She 
declared they were arrested for revenue only, 
and that the city was seeking to reap profit 
from them. She said she had witnessed all 
the worst scenes in Europe, and had threaded 
the worst strects in London on a Saturday 
night, but she had never witnessed anything 
so disgraceful as she did at the station. She 
declared if the women of Chicago only had 
municipal suffrage, they would clean out the 
social evil in a hurry, as the women of Leaven- 
worth had done. 

At this point Mrs. Gougar said the demand 
for immediate aid was 8o great she would 
suspend her address in order to take up a col- 
lection. She had depicted the evils, and after 
the collection she would show the way out of 


them. Shethen called on ex-Gov. St. John 


to conduct the collection, which he did, great- 
ly to the amusement of the audience. But 


with all his anecdotes and wit he did not suc- 


ceed well in raising money. He failed to se- 
cure any $100 or $50 subscrigtions, nor any 
larger than $10, 

Interim for a Collection. 

A student of the Chicago Theological Sem- 
inary named J. R. Taylor rose in the gallery, 
and after stating that he was in straitened 
circumstances offered to give as many $10 as 
any man in the house would give hundreds,

scription. Finally a hat collection was taken 
up, which produced $426 in cash and $49.50

Mrs. Gougar took the floor again to point the 
way out of the evils she had described. Some 
people, she said, laid their evils to the in- 
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money spent on liquor she would engage to 
give every poor man a comfortable home. 


She concluded with an attack on. the General 
Government for supporting beer soloons at 
the Soldiers’ Homes, and debauching the 
morals of the veterans who saved the country 
in the war of the rebellion. 


Mr. Stead Warmly Received, 


When Mr. Stead was introduced he was 
warmly received and forced to wait fora 
minute for the applause to subside, In sub- 
stance he said: 

„When I was here several weeks ago I 
made some statements that have been mis- 
understood and some that have been willfully 
misconstrued. I want to distinctly state 
that I never sneer at any man who is honestly 
trying to do a good work in temperance or 
anything else. What I said the last time I 
spoke in this place was thatI thought the 
best thing to do under the exciting . cir- 
cumstances was not to try to abolish the 
saloons, but to improve them. I know 
many of you will not agree with 
me, but that makes no difference. 
Talso said I thought the work of many good 
people, like our friend Mrs. Gougar, when 
they refuse to assist or consent to the im- 
provement of the saloon are morally respon- 
sible for the present condition of the saloons. 
When they refuse to mitigate an evil because 
they cannot eradicate it they become the 
strongest allies of the evil. 

“T don’t want any one to think Iam in 
favor of the saloons. I am a tetotaller and 
came from a race of tetotallers, but that is no 
reason why I Shall not look at this question 
from a practical standpoint. 

„Mrs. Gougar has said that $65,000,000 
were spent last year in Chicago’s 7,000 sa- 
loons. Do you think I am glad that it was 
so spent? I have suggested that the saloons 
be reduced to 2,000, but Mrs. Gouger says, 
No, if any are determined to do business let 
them all continue. Let there be no compro- 
mise.’ I say that under the present condi- 
tions you can no more bring about prohibi- 
tion than you can bring the moon down from 
the sky. But some of you say, Cannot prohi- 
bition laws be passed? Of course they can. But 
what then. Let us see. You have good 
laws against gambling and there are severe 
penalties for those who break the law. What 
of it? Is gambling suppressed? There are 
gambling places within half. a mile of this 
hall running at this present moment. 1 
know because I have been there. 

Here Mrs. Gougar broke in and inquired: 
Because the laws against murder do not 
prevent murder would you do away with the 
la ws? 

Mr. Stead quickly answered: I will come 
to that in a few minutes. I was telling my 
gambling experiences. I went to a place 
called Varnell’s. I had no trouble 
in getting if, and I know that it was 
bona fide gambling, because I staked a 
dollar and lost. Yet the police know nothing 
of these places; Chief nan knows noth- 
ing; your Mayor knows nothing. Peculiar, 
isn’t it? Then I went to another place, kept, 
it all I could learn be true, by two of your 
Aldermen.“ :

Where are your propagandas for temperance 
work? Why, you hardly preach against it in 
your pulpits. You are shamefully neglecting 
your duty. When our Lord was on earth he 
said the harlots and publicans would reach 
heaven sooner than the scribes and Phar- 
isees, and it is just as true today as 
then. I don’t want you to think I am indulg- 
ing in a panegyric of the saloonkeepers, but 
here in Chicago they are putting the churches 
to shame.

Saloons the Most Charitable. 

Continuing, he said: ‘ When a man is pen- 
niless and hungry and thirsty does he go to 
the church? No; he goes to the saloon. If 
he has money it is true that the saloonkeeper 
takes the money; but, even with his little 
money, what could he gain from the church? 
It is true the saloons cause great misery and 
much crime; but as long as they supply men 
with necessities of life that they can get no- 
where else, as they now do, just so long thou- 
sands of men will march to the polls and 
vote against any one who is against the 
saloon. Until you have established munici- 
pal and civic club-houses, where these neces- 
sities can be obtained, so long you will work 
for prohibition in vain.”’ 1 

The meeting closed with the audience sing 
ing the doxology. After the meeting dispersed 
a large portion of the audience went over and 
walked through the City Hall corridors. A 
great many women were among the visitors.

Throwing the Robber from the Train, 

New Ontzang, La., Dec. 10.—It developed 
that an unsugcessful attempt to rob an IIIi- 
nois Central local express train was made 
last night at Tangipahoa, a station about 
sixty-five miles from New Orleans. When tho 
train reached town last night two wounded 
men were taken off, Conductor Kinebrew 
and F. C. McRee, a section foreman of the 
roud at Kentwood.

This at- 
tempted robbery occurred within a mile of 
the spot where Barich, the famous train rob- 
ber, killed by detectives some time ago, ef- 
fected his last hold-up.

SAVED AFTER A SEVERE STRUGGLE, 


Express Messenger Throws a Would-Be 
Robber from His Car Near Bloomington. 
Bioomineton, III., Dec. 10.—[Special.|— 

C. T. Weakley, express messenger on the Lake 

Erie and Western, says a lone train robber at- 

tempted to rob his car last night at 10 o’clock 

while his train was approaching this city. 

When the train stopped for the Illinois Cen- 

tral railway crossing at the city limits a mile 

from the city a man crashed the glass in the 
car door and extending his arm 
through the broken pane opened the 
door and stepped inside. Weakley 
at once jumped up and grappled with him, 
and succeeded in throwing him from the car 


this city, but did not lose anything. 
Messenger Weakley’s story in detail of the 
attempt is as follows: I was at work in the 
end of the express car nearest the locomotive. 
I had been checking up my run in readiness 
to make transfer to other lines at the Union 
Depot in Bloomington, and had packages of 
money and jewelry lying on the safe in the 
other end of the car to the value perhaps of 
$5,000. My revolver was beside the pack- 
ages. am a new man on - the 
run and the revolver belt belonging to 
the messenger whose place I took did. not 
fit me, being too short, and I had therefore 
laid the revolver down. When the train 
stopped for the Illinois Central crossing there 
was a crash of glass in the south door and a 
second after I saw a man’s arm come through 
the opening, the hand reaching for the latch. 
i did not attempt to get the pistol, but madea 
spring for the door. As I arose the door slid 
open and a heavy-set man wearing a 
tight overcoat and black slouch 
hat pushed in. I grappled with 
himand he seized me by the throat. We 


struggled awhile and I proved to be the 


stronger and threw him from the car to the 
ground and closed the door. 

„% By this time the train had started and was 
half way across the Central track. I reached 
up and pulled the bell fora stop, but imme- 
diately reconsidered my action and gave the 
signal to go on, thinking it best to get to the 
depot as soon as possible if there were rob- 
bers on the train or not. I saw nothing more 
of my assailant.“ ‘ 

The appearance of the messenger as he 


told the story bore out his narrative of the 


struggle. His face and throat were badly 
bruised and his clothes torn. The messenger 
said the robber were no mask, but as his at- 
tention was absorbed in the struggle he did 
not catch a good view of his face. If the 
robber had a weapon the messenger did not 
see it. 

The scene.of the attempt isa lonely and 
grewsome one. It is in the heart of tall and 
thick timber and the lines of the Lake Erie 
and Western and the Big Four, which parallel 
each other, are flanked on either side by long’ 
rows of empty cars.

Gov. Lewelling’s Famous Circular Is Al- 
ready Bearing Rich Fruit. 

Torgxa, Kas., Dec. 10,—[Special.]—The ef. 
fect of Gov. Lewelling’s citcular to the Metro- 
politan Police Boards in cities of the first- 
class, which practically makes Kansas a para- 
dise for tramps, is already beginning to be felt.

Incoming 
freight trains are loaded with tramps, and 
trainmen report an influx of the profession 
from all directions. They demand food, 
clothing, and lodging at private res- 
idences with effrontery, and when they 
are arrested Police Magistrates dis- 
miss them without penalty unless 
some specific charge other than vagrancy is 
lodged against them. A gang of seventeen 
was arrested here Friday night at the request 
of railroad employés, as they had taken pos- 
sess ion of a number of*Missouri Pacific cars 
that were uired for use and refused to va- 
cate them. They were charged with trespass, 
but the police judge declined to hold them be- 
cause the railroad officers neglected to make 
formal complaint against them. The police 
in all cities under control of the Governor are 
powerless in the face of the Governor’s man- 
adatory orders to drive out objectionable 
characters and can make no arrests under the 
vagrant law. In cities other than of the first 
class, where the police are under control of 
the municipal authorities, mo attention is 
paid to the Governor’s order and the jails are 
filling up with tramps.

Bertin, Dec. 10.—The interest in home 
events is far outweighed just now by foreign 


affairs involving Germany's destinies, despite 


the fact that the government is celebrating a 
triumph all along the line of its commercial 
policy, and has made good progress with its 
taxation proposals. The reappearance of 
Crispi in Italian politics with an absolute grip 
upon the first honors is hailed with delight in 
official as well as financial circles. 
Crispi recently made a secret visit to Berlin 
and obtained here the assurance that if he 
should return to power a loan of 480,000, 
000 marks would be raised here for Italy. 
While it is somewhat premature to announce 
now the plans ripening in the higher official 
circles here, it is certain that the German pol- 
iticians of cabinet rank hope to reform the 
Italian army without diminishing its normal 
strength, to make a large addition to the Ital- 
jan navy, and to hasten the completion of 
plans to fortify several Italian ports. Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi probably will meet Crispi 
at Milan early in 1894 to talk these matters 
over with him. 


Fate of Fiscal Measures. 


The predictions of the newspapers concern- 
ing Dr. Miquel’s fiscal measures concur in 
loomy views of their ultimate fate. Even 
the semi-official editors are apprehensive of 
defeat. Dr. Miquel, however, does not abate 
his demands one jot, as he considers them 
best calculated to meet the present emergency.

Under Dr. Miquel’s scheme all or- 
ders placed through German dealers may 
be taxed. Boerse speculators say this 
will kill the arbitrage business and 
that the crush of foreign orders will lead to 
the withdrawal of much capital employed in 
Germany. Despite all these complaints the 
commission will approve the bill. The great 
bulk of the public really have little concern 
with the taxes, and they rather like the pros- 
pect of taking money from the speculators, 
especially as the Jews, whodominate the 
Frankfort and rlin boerses, will be the 
chief sufferers. ¢. 


Proposals Must Be Modified. 


Miquel's other proposals are not regarded 
with equal approval. His proposals for wine 
and tobacco taxes must be modified though 
not abandoned. The wine and tobacco bills 
will not be introduced until after Christmas. 
Meantime the Federal Council continues to 
shape and reshape them. The States’ dele- 
gates have already rejected the wine bill 
in its present form and asked Dr. 
Miquel to amend it. The situation 
may be summarized thus: The govern- 
ment has secured a majority in favor of the 
commercial treaties. has a majority of the 
commission for the firat of the fiscal pro- 
posals, and is negotiating with the commission 
and party leaders ee crucial tariff 
questions. It is doing its work cautiously and 
without partisan prejudices. Whenever fric- 
tion arises, or threatens to arise, the govern- 
ment shows opportunism to be its guiding 
political principles. The policy of exaspera- 
tion has been discarded. Both Chancellor 
von Caprivi and Dr. Miquel believe in the 
power of soothing words and do their best to 
calm with oil the parliamentary storms. This 
plan has so far succeeded that the prophecies 
of government failure on any important 
point bid fair to be false. 


Work on the Russian Treaty. 


The Vossische Zeitung says that negotia- 
tions for a Russo-German commercial treaty 
have been stopped and will not be resumed, 
as the Russian delegates have been finally re- 
called. It has been learned, however, that 
the delegates will come back from St. Peters- 
burg in the first week in January. The 
treaty is almost an accomplished fact, as the 
most important protocol has been signed. 


Kaiser’s Hostility to Gambling. 


In talking with the officers of an Hussar 
regiment last week concerni Hanover: 
gambling scandal Emperor William remund- 
ed them all that he had been for many years 
a consistent and persistent opponent of games 
of hazard in the army. During his early con- 
nection with the regiment, he said, he had 
found gambling to be doing the greatest in- 
jury to the service and personally had dic- 
tated the terms by which certain officers were 
to be forced to choose between gambling and 
retirement from the army.

But perhapseven more ill-humor 
than was caused among the circles friendly to 
the government by the result of the vote 
itself has been created by the fact that no rep- 
resentative of the Bundesrath deemed it 
necessary to declare positively his position on 
a question that was so important because of 
the principles involved.

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PROF. REYNOLDS HIGHLY HONORED. 


Succeeds Sir Andrew Clark as President of 
the Royal College of Physicians, 


Prof, J, Russell Reynolds, M. D., who has 
been elected to succeed Sir Andrew Clark as 
President of the Royal College of Physicians, 
is one of England’s most able medical men. 
Much of his love for the profession of medi- 
cine comes by inheritance. His grandfather, 
Henry Revell Reynolds, Was a physician of 
high standing, and was for many years physi- 
cian to George III. The new President of the 
Royal College was bora at Romsey in Hamp- 
shire in 1828. His father was a clergyman 
and a graduate of Oxford. Dr. Reynolds 
was educated at University College, 
London, where he received three gold 
medals; in medicine, in clinical medicine, 
and in obstetric medicine, He also received 
a silver medal for a prize essay on chemistry. 
He graduated in 1851 with honors in two 
brunches—“ University Medica! Scholar and 
gold medalist in physiology, and Medical 
Scholar and gold medalist in medicine. 

He began active practice in 1852 in Gros- 
venor street. In 1856 he was elected Fellow 
of the Royal College of Physicians;in 1864, 
Fellow of the Imperial Leopold-Caroline 
Academy of Germany; in 1869, Fellow of the 
— al Societys in 1855, Fellow of the Royal 

Chirurgical Society, and in 1888 was 
— its Viee- President. He was examiner 
in medicine in the University of London froin 
1868 to 1873. Dr. Reynolds is a member of 
the New York Society of Neurology. and of 
the American Neurological Association. He 
is Corresponding Secretary of the Société de 
Psychologie Physiologique of Paris. He has 
been Lumleian turer, Censor, and Har- 
velan Orator atthe Royal College of Physi- 
cians. He was appointed assistant physician 
to the Hospital for Sick Children in 1855; to 
the Westminster Hospital in 1857 ; lecturer on 
forensic medicine in 1858; assistant physi- 
clan to the University College Hospital in 
1859; Holme Professor of Clinical Medicine 
in 1862: Professor of the Principles and 
Practice of Medicine in University College in 
1865; a member of the council in 1888; 
physician to the Guardian Assurance office in 
1862. He is also Emeritus Professor of 
Medicine and Consulting Physician at Univer- 
sity College. Since 1878 he has been Physi- 
cian in Ordinary to her Majesty's household. 

Prof. Reynolds has written many works on 
medicine. He ts the author of au Essay on 
Vertigo.“ ** Diagnosie of Diseases of the 
Brain, Spinal Cord. and Nerves.“ Tables for 
Diagnosis of Diseases of thé Brain.“ Facts 
and Laws of Lite, ** Epilepsy, Its Sy mptoins 
and Relations to Other Convulsive Diseases, 
Lectures on the Clinics! Use of Electricity,“ 
Addresses in Medicine’’ delivered before 
the British Medical Association, and of The 
Scientific Value of the Legal Test of Insan-

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The Big List of Accidents During the Sea- 
son Just Closed Has Set Lovers of the 
‘Game to Thinking = Herbert Alward 
Has a Novel and Practi¢al Remedy for 
the EvileHarvard, Yale, and Princeton 
Prospective Téams for 1894—General 
Sporting News and Gossip. 


Now that the football season of 1893 is 
over lovers of the game dre already looking 
forward eagerly and: rather curiously to the | 
,8eason of 1894. 

Curiously because it is now almost assured 
that there wiil be some radical changes in the 
rules during the coming winter. Those who 
follow the game closely have come to the 
conclusion that some of the evils which have 
lately crept into the game mist be eliminat- 
ed. The awful list of casualties during the 
season just closed has set people to think- 
‘ing, and the cause for the therease in the 
accidents will be deeply delved into, The 
tendency to massing and momentum plays is 
probably accountable ina large measure for 
this. 

Not only do momentum plays serve to in- 
crease the chance for injury but they ronder the 
game less interesting. While it wottld be entirely 
too radical a change to abolish them altogether 
they should at least be restricted in some way 
and the game made more open. 

Various remedies have boen * Walter 
Camp's scheme to increase the 2 to be 
gained to ten yards would serve the rpose, as 
punting would be resorted to more and the game 
would thus be rendered more interesting. 

Herbert Alward, Captain of the @tricago A. A, 
team, who was a graduate of Harvard and played 
in the 1891 team, has aschemo which is worthy 
of the most careful consideration.. His plan is 
to abolish altogether massed intorference or 
momentum plays, which are one and the same 
thing, and compel the team to lino up each time 
with five yards between the opposing lines. Then 
increase the distance to be gained to ten yards. 
With only open interference the play would be 
brilliant and the spectators could tell what was 
bei done.

The plan is worthy of 
consideration.

NO NEW CLEWS TO BANK ROBBERS. 


Mrs. Ellis, 
| Information, Is Probably Smith. | 

Soutn Benn, Ind., Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 
Cashier Myron Campbell of the South Bend 
National Bank hashad no reply to the per- 
sonal he put in Tun Trisunz of yesterday in 
answer toa letter from a mysterious ‘* Mrs. 
Ellis“ offering to give him information re- 
garding the robbery of the bank last Thurs- 
day noon of $15,900. Chief of Police Rose 
is satisfied the letter from Mrs. Ellis is 
like the one written after the gold brick trick 
was played on George W. Swygert a year and 
a half ago and that it isa scheme on the part 
of Frank Smith, alias Woodward, the man who 
is known to have done the gold brick dodge 
and is suspected of being the bank robber, 
to put the bank officials on a wrong scent. 
Frank Smith was the leader of the bank rob- 
bing plan according to Chief Rose. His pict- 
ure has been identified by a half a dozen men 
around the Oliver House, where he loafed 
during the week he was in South Bend plan- 
ning the robbery. He is the smoothest confi- 
dence man who ever invaded this por- 
tion of Indiana and his swindling of 
Swygert with the two gold bricks marks 
him as a man of great resources. 
Smith came to Swygert, one of the wealth- 
iest men in the county, claiming to be his 
nephew. He staid here a week, left for Chi- 
cago, and came back in two days with a story 
of meeting an Indian who had two gold bricks 
worth $24,000. The supposed nephew offered 
to secure them for his uncle for $7,000. 
Swygert went toa lonely spot in the woods 
with Smith and there they met Red Aus- 
tin, one of the most notorious con- 
fidence men in the country, who 
was dressed as a blanketed Indian and 
had two gold bricks concealed about his 
clothes. It happened that there was a govern- 
ment assayer in town who consented to assay 
the bricks. The fact that he was Peter Cen- 
list, another confidenee man of national repu- 
tation, develeped later. 
made in the bricks and they were pronounced 
genuine, and Swygert drew $7,000 from the 
bank and exchanged it for the two bricks 
which now make excellent weights to keep the 
door open, and the Indian, the assayer, and 
nephew disappeared, An attempt was made 
to arrest Smith in New York, 
but he was not captured. He met Chief Rose 
at the depot as he was leaving New York and 
informed him he would return to South Bend 
some day. He came, and the South Bend Na- 
tional Bank is $15,900 poorer because of his 
visit. He left behind him a slouch hat as a 
souvenir of his trip. 

The police bave been following a number 
of clews in the case, but so far there has been 
nothing to implicate an rson in South 
Beni with the robbery. $m th had a partner 
here who disappeared with him, and, so far as 
—— known, the two men Had no help in the 
affair.

REFUSES TO OOMPLY WITH A PETI- 
TION OF CHILDREN. 


Pupils of the Lake View High School Ask 
for Better Accommodations, but They 
Are Told the Company Would Lose 
Were It to Grant the Boon Asked 
Their Safferings from Cold and Irregu- 
larly Moving Cars Are Unheeded by 
the Railway Baron. 

When the doors of the Lake View High 

School are opened daily after the preliminary 


morning exercises to admit tardy scholars 


the Principal issues this littie command to 
the pupils who come troopmg in: All who 
are late by reason of having ridden on Mr. 
Yerkes’ Ashland avenue cars will put their 
names on the platform.” Little white slips 
of paper fall in a shower at the teacher’s side, 
and all whose names appear thereon stand 
justified for their tardiness. This is no ex- 
cuse for Mr. Yerkes, but it is a valid one for 
the pupils. 

Letters have recently passed between forty- 
five Lake View High School children and the 
President of the North Chicago Street rail- 
road company. A little story leads up to the 
correspondende. Pupils who live south of 
Wrightwood avenue and near Lincoln avenue 
are forced to take three lines of street cars to 
reach the school-house. This they say is hard 
enough in winter. First they take a Lincoln 
avenue grip car to Wrightwood avenue, 
then they board a Gross Park horse car and 
are dragged along to Belmont and Ashland 
avenues, where they make a change to an 
Ashland avenue car that lands them eventu- 
ally, if luck is smooth, at the school door. 
City children have been moved from time im- 
memorial to going to school with a quickened 
spirit by parental tales of hardships endured 
in youth, when father and mother were forced 
to make their way along snowdrifted roads 
and across wind-swept fields te the country 
log schoolhouse. Stories like that do not stir 
the spirit of Lake View children a whit. 
They discount daily their elders’ recitals with 
hard luck stories of their own. 


Two Queer Cars. 


There are two cars on Mr. Yerkes’ Ashland 
avenue line between Belmont and Graceland 
avenues, These cars, the children say, nearly 
always run together, instead of fifteen min- 
utes apart,as they should. The reason the 
scholars give ie that misery loves company, 
the horses representing misery. When the 
Gross Park car drops its burden of pupils at 
Belmont avenue the boys and girls are com- 
pelled to wait in the cold for the appearance 
of the Ashland avenue cars, which, if the cars 
are together, means cold quarters for pos- 
sibly half an hour. There are two drugstores 
at the corners. Into one the children went 
when the first fall cold snap made out-doors 
uncomfortable. The proprietor drove them 
out. They went back next day. They were 
ousted again. They stuck to the task of forcing 
capitulation, but were driven out again. Next 
day there was a big policeman there. He was 
cold, too; and knew what it was to stand out 
doors in wintry weather. Tie took off his hat 
and said, Young ladies, I am sorry for you, 
but I am ordered to see that you do not enter 
the drug store. I have children myself, but 
I must do my duty.“ The druggist won and 
the scholars took to the cold again. Then the 
druggist on the other corner called them over 
and said:. You may come in here a few at 
a time if you wish, provided you won’t put 
your feet on the stove.”’ 

„% We will only put one foot at 4 time,“ said 
a miss. 

The car couldn’t be seen from this drug 
store and it was abandoned for cold storage 
conditions outside. 

Slippery Going On Ashland Avenue. 


The tales of the daily trips on the Ashland 
avenue line after the car is finally loaded are 
rather seriously humorous. - The children 
liken the horses to misery, not because they 
are ill-fed, for in truth they are fair condi- 
tioned animals for street car stock, but be- 
cause the beasts cannot stand up for any great 
length*of time when the ground is frozen. In 
fact, the going is so slippery that if the car 
once stops the horse can’t start it again. The 
result is that no stops are made if they can 
possibly be avoided. The car is given a 
“starter’’ at Belmont avenue, and the horses 
leud a precarious hippety-hop, catch-as-catch- 
can movement with their feet until the ter- 
minus at Graceland avenue is reached. 

The Lake View High School has overflowed 
into another building situated on Grace 
street. Some of the pupils attend this school 
and prefer to get off when that corner 
is reached. On slippery mornings they 
tumble off the rear platform of the 
moving car as best they can. 
day when a smaller child n was usually 
seen among the passengers started to get off 
a larger scholar, being fearful of bad results, 
pulled the bell once sharply. The conductor 
upbraided her for her temerity, and said that 
if the car stopped the horses would go down, 
and there would be no further progress made 
that morning. N 

Here is a diary memorandum made by a 
girl pupil of a trip to the school-hduse taken 
Tuesday morning: 

Left home on Belden avenue at 7:45 a. m., 
reached Wrightwood avenue at 7:55, Found 
more girls waiting for Gross Park car. They 
said they had been there ten minutes. We wait- 
ed fifteen minutes and a car came. Got on 
board and the car made a start. The horses fell 
three times before we reached Belmont avenue. 
This caused’ much delay. [Wish Mr. Yerkes 
would put calks on his horses.] Waited in the 
cold fifteen minutes at Belmont avenue. Finally 
a car came. Horses fell twice. Reached school 
at 9:45 a. m. Time, two hours; distance, two 


miles. 
Petition Sent to Mr. Yerkes. 


Experiences like this led the scholars to 
petition Mr. Yerkes to puton a through car 
from Wrightwood avenue to the school in the 
morning, anda through car for the return 
trip in the afternoon. Forty-five scholars 


signed the petition, among them being a son 
of Mr. Yerkes’ superintendent, Mr. Roche, 
and a daughter of a Lake View Alderman. 
But Mr. Yerkes was not moved. In fact, Mr. 
Yerkes says the owners of two stores three 
miles away like to have passengers use their 
business places as passenger stations, though 
why this is relevant he does not say. The 
children still stand in the cold and the tardy 
list of the High School is long.

the business and to give him the preference 
over a person of capacity and experience.

Mayor Swift has experience and Mr. Hop- 
kins has none. 
Those voters who want the city government 
to be run with some approach to the economy 
and efficiency which are pee desirable in the 
management of private enterprises will vote 
for Mayor Swift.

He has stopped 
the wanton waste of the public funds. He has 
insisted that whoever works for the city shall 
do fair work for his fair wages.

FRAUDULENS “INVESTMENT” COMPA- 

NIES, 

Each one in a long list of fifty-three so. 
called investment companies has been de- 

clared by the United States Postoffice author- 
ities to be a fraudulent concern. An order 
has been issued to exclude them from the 
mails. No Postmaster isallowed todeliver to 
any one of them registered letters or money 
orders. These concerns come under the opera- 
tion of the law against lotteries, and the post- 
office authorities have resolved upon a vigor- 
dus prosecution of them and all others seek- 
ing to do business on the lottery plan. 
The list of those which have been investigated 
to the disadvantage of their managers was 
published on the first page of Saturday’s issue 
of Tux Trisung, and it should be consulted 
by any one who is asked to invest his money 
where the element of chance is to determine 
to whom the money will be paid by the com- 
pany. 

The men who conduct these companies ad- 
mit that a number of payments is certainly 
required from each investor, and that there 
is an element of uncertainty as to when he 
will get hold of the much larger sum they 
promise him. He falsely is led to believe that 
such payment to him is sure to be made some 
time, and herein is a fraud additional to that 
for which the companies are excluded from 
the mails, Any one who will look at the thing 
coolly for a few moments must be convinced 
it is absolute impossibility to pay at any 
time $500 or $1,000 to each of a large num- 
ber of men in return for less than one-tenth 
part of that amount. It could not be done 
even if the companies invested their funds in 
the most lucrative way known in the business 
world. But none of them pretend to do 
that, and the great majority of the man- 
agers talk as if they were entitled to 
credit for buying up the bonds as 
fast as the money is received from 
members, after reserving enough to pay ex- 
penses. Supposing the managers to be hon- 
est to the extent of living up to that rule, 
it stands to reason that. five or six persons 
must pay in their money without a return (to 
themselves) for every one whose bond is 
bought up by the company. If a thousand 
bonds are redeemed five or six thousand per- 
sons must lose every dollar they payin. If 
the company could continue in business long 
enough and extensively enough to take up a 
million of its bonds five or six millions of 
“ investors’ woula find they had made a per- 
manent investment, so far as themselves were 
concerned, having put their money where 
they could not recover it between this and the 
end of the world. The greater the number of 
bonds taken up the greater the number of 
victims. The longer the thing lasted without 
bursting up or being suppressed the greater 
the fraud upon silly people inveigled into pur- 
chasing bonds which were promised to be re- 
deemed some time when the swindling 
managers knew well enough that not more 
than one insix or seven ever would be re- 
deemed at all. 

There is still a darker side to the nefarious 
arrangement, Except a few favored ones, 
friends of the managers, and therefore guilty 
of conniving at a fraud for their own profit, 
nobody is permitted to know anything of the 
way in which are selected from the mass the 

persons whose bonds are taken up. True, 
pretend to have a plan of multiples.“

sophisticated investor. The statement by 
the Guarantee Investment company that 
in a few months it had redeemed a stated 
large number of its bonds does not prove 
that it paid a single dollar to any but them- 

selves or to friends who had agreed before- 
hand to give them a liberal percentage of thé 
money. And so with all of them. They are 
far worse concerns even than the regular lot- 
tery, because that gives a guarantee of even 
chance in the drawing, which the invest- 
ment company does not give. 

No one need doubt after this that these com- 
panies are deliberate frauds, organized with 
the express intent of obtaining money by 
false pretenses. That is the rating they re- 
ceive from the postoffice authorities after a 
careful investigation of their demerits. In 
future any man or woman who is approached 
with an offer to be permitted to invest in 
such a scheme will be justified in denouncing 
the canvasser as seeking to defraud, though 
it is not impossible that some who have can- 
vassed for such companies in the past were 
innocent of bad intention. But they can have 


“ho similar plea now. The underlings who are 


paid to catch victims for the bigger managers 
must know they are working for a swindle, 
and the superior officers that their acts en- 
title them toa place in the county jail or 
penitentiary. 


THE LATEST ANARCHIST BOMB. 

The throwing of a bomb ina crowded Bar- 
celona theater for the purpose of killtng an 
officer offensive to Spanish Anarchists was 
followed by the throwing of one in the French 
Chamber of Deputies by a Parisian enemy of 
society for the purpose of warning the mem- 
bers that the Anarchists must not be trifled with. 
Happily this Anarchist was not as good a 
maker or thrower of bombs as his Chicago or 
his Barcelona brother. Happily the conse- 
quences were not as serious in the last case as 
at Barcelona. No one was killed, and though 
sixty-nine were injured it is probable that no 
one will die. At Paris, as at Barcelona, those 
who suffered the most were persons at 
whom the bomb was not aimed specially, but 
who, even from the point of view of the 
bombthrower, were innocent of wrong. It 
was the intention of the Parisian Anarchist 
to killor wound as many members of the 
Legislature as possible for the purpose of ter- 
rorizing them. Of those who were wounded, 
however, only four were Deputies, the others 
being spectators. 

Nothing can illustrate more forcibly both 
the innate cowardice and cruelty of the An- 
archist and the fact that he is the enemy of 
all nen. It matters nothing to him if there 
is not among his victims one whom he spe- 
cially desired to hurt. He feels confident that 
in any event he has frightened society. On 
the contrary, he has simply put it on its guard 
and forced it to take energetic and effective 
measures. 

If the Parisian police have the skill for 
which they have been given credit they will 
find out the oflender in this particular case 
and his accomplices, and when found they 
will be tried and executed. Nor will there be 
an Altgeld in France to commute their sen- 
tence or to pardon them. 

For some little time the different European 
governments have been looking after the 
Anarchists more closely than before. ‘The 
throwing of the bomb in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties will cause them .to redouble their pre- 
cautions and vigilance. The warfare against 
anarchy will be an exceedingly active one. 
The English authorities are beginning to dis- 
cover that they have been altogether too 
‘lenient in the past, and thatif they do not 
adopt more radical measures there will be 
such a bombthrowing as there was at the 
haymarket. 

The result of the vigorous action of foreign 
governments not improbably will bean ex- 
odus of Anarchists to the United States, and 
especially to Chicago. THe fact that the Gov- 
ernor of Illinois pardoned their brethren 
who were concerned in the haymarket 
murders has been announced approvingly 
in every European anarchistic group; and the 
refugees will have a mistaken belief that they 
will be safe here. 

The Parisian Socialists are busied now in 
disavowing their connection with the Anarch- 
ists and protesting their abhorrence of their 
acts. The Chicago Socialists did the same 
thing a few years ago, but they cannot rid 
themselves of their moral responsibility. The 
Anarchist merely attempts to realize by force 
the theories of the Socialist. Ho is the active 
member of the firm while the other does the 
talking. The Anarchistis simply a Socialist 
who has gradugted from words into deeds. 
When the French discover, as they will, that 
the bombthrowers are merely Past Grand 
Socialists, who have taken all the degrees, 
they will begin to see more clearly the dan- 
gers of the socialistic agitation which has 
been carried on in that country and will stop 
yielding to it, as they have done on some oc- 
casions. 
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TEARING UP THE STREETS. 

A recent letter in Tun Trisunpy on the sub- 
ject of “‘tearing up the streets tells some 
wholesome truths which have been hinted at 
time and again by this paper. It correctly de- 
scribes the slipshod, dishonest process by 
which street pavements nominally are re 
placed after having been torn up for the lay- 
ing of gas pipes or oledtric conduits. It says 
that instead of the earth being rammed down 
tightly into place it is thrown loosely into 
the trench and flooded with water. Upon this 
mud hole the blocks are relaid, with possibly 
a little intervening sand. As is to be expected 
the surface soon sinks into depressions that 
gather the rains, the surface water soaking 
the dirt below the loose blocks into which the 
latter sink. Upon these uneven surfaces 
passing wheels soon pound the original blocks 
into mere rounded cobble stones or irregular 
pieces of wood, great ruts forming in thé 
streets, or the entire surface is hammered 
and pounded into a most disgraceful mass. 

The correspondent says the remedy for this 
is to ram the dirt from the bottom of the 
ditch to the top, and different kinds of ma- 
terial should be replaced in the same order 
they were before removal. Anything short 
of this is a sham and a fraud on the city.“ It 
is not only a fraud upon the taxpayers, who 


have to pay for a new pavement in half the. 


time that ought to be required, but it is an 
outrage on honest labor. The money that 
should be paid to toilers for doing the work 
properly goes into the hands of idle, lazy, and 
worthless ward bummers, or remains in the 
coffers of corporations which seem to care 
nothing for the rights of the taxpayer or any 
respect for the public from which those cor- 
porations have obtained their franchises. 

It is a sin and acrying shame that the street 
pavements should have been allowed to be 
mangled in this manner while a whole regi- 
ment of so-called Inspectors are paid by the 
city to see that the streets are kept in pas- 
sably good order. It sincerely is to be hoped 
that the next municipal administration will 
insist on the reform called for by Mayor Har- 
rison shortly before his death and not allow 
a single square of pavement to be torn 
up by a company that will not set about in 
good earnest to repair some of the terrible 
damage it has committed in the past. This

A similar rule 
ought to be applied to the putting down of 
new pavements. Any marked inequalities of 
the roadway occurring within the next five 


| years ought to be made good at the cost of 


the contractors who laid the pavement. Then 
we could have decently reguiar street sur- 
faces, easily cleaned, and lasting twice as long 
as is possible under the present methods, 
which allow the roadways to be ruined in 
short order by any company that gets a per- 
mit to tear up the streets. 


SILLY CURRENCY TINKERS. 

One of the most asinine ideas evolved from 
the brain of an alleged statesman within the 
present century is that alleged to be favored 
by the House Subcommittee on Banking and 
Currency asa means of keeping bank notes 
within the State in which they are to be is- 
sued. The plan is to subject to a penalty 
(tax) of 10 per cent each timo they are paid 
out all State bank notes t may be used as 
currency outside the State of their issue. So 
long as they circulate inside the State they 
are to be permitted to do so free of tax, but 
when carried across a State line one-tenth 
part of their face value must be due to the 
government. Only one thing is needed to 
cap the climax of the absurdity, and that is a 
declaration to the effect that the object of the 
measure is to facilitate en com- 
merce. 5 

It is stated considerately in an N. B.“ that 
it is not expected this penalty would* be col- 
lected generally, but that the effect would be 
to cause the speedy return of notes that might 
stray out of the State to which they belong. 
Of course not. Such a tax would be pro- 
hibitory, but have the wiseacres who propose 
the arrangement considered whut the effect 
would be? The value of money to its 
possessor depends upon what.he can do with 
it. The value is lessened by any limitation of 
its usefulness. It would not buy as much 
with a limitation as it would if free. The 
man who had only State currency and wanted 
to pay a debt or make a purchase in enother 


State must go to somebody to get 
“exchange” that would pass at par 
where he wanted to pay the money. 


Possibly that exchange might be obtained now 
and then asa matter of accommodation, but as 
a rule the conversion must be effected through 
a banker or broker not working for his 
health.” This discrimination necessarily 
would cause the existence of a discount on 
the State bills as compared with Federal cur- 
rency, good all over the Union. It would be 


‘rated as worth less than that, because having 


less buying power in all inter-State business 


and superior power in domestic transactions. 


The ordinary citizen of any State would have 
to take the bills issued by banks in that State 
at par and part with them ata practical dis- 
count to make amends for the trouble of con- 
version into money not subject to tax in any 
part of the United States. How much would 
he be advantaged by such an arrangement? 

The proposed feature of the law might 
keep within the State the money issued there- 
in, but it could not make that currency re- 
main in the hands of the people. Any man 
who had property to sell could get the cur- 
rency for it, the same as now. If he wanted 
to buy he must pay out the money, and if he 
wanted to borrow money he must pay inter- 
est for its use, the same as at present. A State 
limitation would not prevent all the currency 
in Illinois from going into Chicago, nor that 
of Ohio from massing in Cincinnati, and how 
much better off would a farmer in the West 
be on account of the bulk of his State bank 
currency being in one of those cities instead 
of the other? How much advantage would be 
gained by the man in Iowa or Nebraska who 
had grain or live stock to sellin Chicago if he 
were paid for the same in Illinois State money 
at par here and had to sell that at a discount 
for money passing current at home? 

The Democratic currency tinkers at Wash- 
ington are following a false scent. It would 
be against the real interests of the people to 
pass laws requiring resort to a money broker 
for the settlement of all accounts with per- 
sons outside the State. If they want to con- 
sult the interests of the citizens all over this 
broad · land they will favor the issue only of 
such currency. as will pass without question or 
discount in any part of the United States, and 
be on a par with the money basis in common 
use By other commercial nations. Such a 
currency we have now, one practically inde- 
pendent not only of county and State lines 
but even of broken banks. It would be the 
height of folly to provide for the issuance of 
any other kind of currency less effective than 
this, and less trustworthy. The people of the 
United States ought to have only the best and 
most secure kind of money, with no rag-tag 
or bobtail.

It is appar- 
ent, however, that much of the humor of 
Mr. McNally’s lines is due tothe abilities of 
the people who speak them. Mr. Dailey, who 
occupies the center of attention, played the role 
of the man who knows a thing or two witha 
pleasant abandon that was well in keeping with 
the atmosphere of the piece. Miss May Irwin, 
one of the most acceptable farce comedy actresses 
who visit Chicago, played the role of a governess, 
and through her songs and dances fairly 
diviaed honors with the star.

Vaillant was born at Mezieres, Department 
of Ardennes, Dec. 29, 1861. He has led a 
roving life. He was settled at 
one time at Buenos Ayres. Soon 
after returning to France he married. This 
was in 1887. His wife bore him two children 
and he deserted her, as he was too lazy to 
support a family. He becamea thief and a 
vagabond and was convicted five times of 
petty crimes. He has been in Anarchist and 
Socialist politics since 1884. He first pro- 
fessed socialism, but that school was too mod- 
erate for him, and he soon abandoned it to 
become an Anarchist and a preacher of the 
propaganda of the creed. He still retained 
his membership of the Socialist group, how- 
ever. He has been managing the office of an 
Anarchist periodical. 
Vaillant's trunk in his apartment in the 
Hotel del’Union was opened this evening 
and was found to contain nothing of an ex- 
plosive nature. Everythingin the room was 
removed to the Palace of Justice. 

Vaillant Will Reodver. 
It is now certain Vaillant will recover. He 
lies alone in a small room. The persistent 
attempts of the police to elicit the names of 
his accomplices were received with the inva- 
riable reply: It is useless to seek accom- 
plices. I have not any. I alone performed 
the deed and claim the entire responsi- 
bility.“ 
Vaillant's bearing is that of a man who has 
accomplished his purpose. He remains quite 
calm and refers to the outrage as an event to 
which he is an entire stranger. He seems to 
have led a somewhat mysterious existence in 
the room in the Rue Laguerre. He seldom 
slept there, calling only spasmodically, re- 
maining a short time and rarely speaking to 
the other inmates of the house. 
Vaillant has resided for four months on the 
second floor at No. 17 Rue de LaRaffinerie, 
Choisy le Roi. It is a small, clean residence. 
When interviewed the landlord spoke fa- 
vorably of Vaillant. He said Vaillant was a 
sober and industrious fellow, and was em- 
ployed in the Petingon morocco works. 
His rent of six francs weekly was paid 
regularly. Vaillant lived there with his 
wife and a daughter 10 years of age. A fort- 
night ago Vaillant asked to be allowed to pay 
the rent monthly, explaining that he had ob- 
tained a place as foreman in Paris and would 
be vaid only at the end of the month. 
„Nobody here, said the landlord. “has 
anything to reproach him for. He was highly 
esteemed by everybody. His wife was 
alarmed at his absence all night, which was so 
contrary to his regular habits, and came to 
me this morning to recount to me her fears. 
I told her the papers said her husband had 
been wounded in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties. She said: Lou see, he is so good 
that he must have got wounded while trying 
to protect others, for he thinks only of the 
happiness of his comrades. Hehad told me 
he was going to the chamber, his foreman 
having given him a card.’ 
„While saying this,“ the landlord conclud- 
ed, she was weeping copiously.”’

HOW THE POLICE TRACE VAILLANT, 
After Learning His Record They Force 


Parts, Dec. 10.—All last evening the 
officials of the Prefecture of Police were veri- 
fying the statements and examining the names 
of suspects. The first name to challenge 
their attention was that of Vaillant. Several 
detectives remarked that this man had long 
been known as an Anarchist of the ex- 
treme type, a ranter who had surpassed all 
his comrades recently in the violence of his 
language. Upon searching the records the 
officials found a full biography of Vaillant, 
whose career justified all that the detectives 
had said of him. Four detectives then went 
tothe Hotel Dieu and sought the bed on 
which Vaillant lay suffering from many 
wounds. In reply to their questions 
he said that his name was Marchal 
and that he lived in Choisy 
le Roi. When asked for. more information 
ne pleaded that he must sleep before talking 
more. When the detectives pressed him, 
nevertheless, for answers, he grew angry, 
turned over in bed, and refused tospeak. The 
detectives, convinced that he was either 
principal or accomplice in the plot 
against the Deputies, continued 
heir efforts to draw him out. 
As the French police say. they salted ” him.

Mello at Ihla Grande. 

When the Aquidaban and Esperanza re- 
turned from their trip to the south and au- 
chored off Ibla Grande, the quarantine sta- 
tion for Rio, Mello destroyed the launches 
kept there for quarantine . purposes, 
took all the provisions in store, con- 
fiscated the money on hand for the 
payment of the quarantine staff, seized 
their steam launch, cut thecable between Ibla 
Grande and Rio, and took the telegraph in- 
strument aboard his own ship. As the 
Aquidaban and Esperanza were running the 
gantlet of the forts at the harbor’s entrance 
the Esperanza’s high-pressure cylinder was 
struck by a solid shot and one of its engineers 
was killed, and on béard the Aquidaban five 
sailors were killed by the explosion of a 
Hotchkiss shell. 

Passengers by the mail boat Clyde were not 
permitted to land in Pernambuco Dec. 4, 
neither were the mails allowed to be sent 
ashore. Firing by the loyal land batteries and 
forts in Rio Harbor continued all that day 
upon Fort Viliégaignon and the Tamandare 
responded with a shot at Fort 
Santa Cruz or Fort Lage at intervals. 
The rebel warship Tamandare now occupies 
the anchorage formerly held by the Aquida- 
ban, and Sao Joao and Lago keep firing upon 
it constantly, but without any apparent ef- 
fect. The Tamandare was using smokeless 
powder when the correspondent wrote and 
was firing upon Nictheroy with con- 
siderable precision.

“PARSON” HOWARD’S TRIAL FOR FRAUD 


Robert T. Lincoln Returns from Jackson, 
Tenn., Where He Was a Witness. 

Robert T. Lincoln, ex-Minister to England, 
returned to the city yesterday from Jackson, 
Tenn., where he had been as a witness for the 
government in the trial of the Rev. George F. 
B. Howard, who is being tried for fraudulent 
use of the United States mails. Howard is 
charged with sending out circulars claiming 
that there were vast estates in England await- 
ing distribution to the rightful heirs and giv- 
ing a long list of common English names. 
His exploits have been fully described in Tue 
Tripung, and every reader is familiar with 
them. 

This form of swindling was first called to 
the attention of the American Lega- 
tion in London in the latter part of 
1891,“ said Mr. Lincoln, when a man 
was operating in London under the name of 
William Lord Moore. Letters began to pour 
into the legation asking about claims, and I 
immediateiy went to the Postmaster-General 
of England to see if the registered letters 
could not be stopped and returned to the 
sender, as can be done under thé law in this 
country in cases of fraud, but the Postmas- 
ter-General decided he had no such authority, 
Finally, Mr. Hudson, one of the clerks of 
the legation, and one of the best men from 
Scotland Yard named Frost visited Moore. 
He frankly admitted that he was the author 
of the circularsand that he was receiving many 
registered letters from America. By some 
means the Scotland Yard man finally suc- 
ceeded in getting Moore to sign a paper saying 
he would receive no more registered mail ad- 
dressed to him. In London if a policeman 
is stationed iu front of a house it instantly 
creates the gieatest suspicion, and soon the 
whole neighborhood is aroused over it, I 
succeeded in getting the police to station an 
officer in front of Moore’s house after his ac- 
knowledgment to receiving money by this 
fraudulent means, and it became so disagree- 
able for him that in a few days he disap- 
peared. As he left no address, 1 then suc- 
ceeded in getting the Postal Department to 
return all letters addressed to him. 

It was not long, however, before one Felix 

oward was operating in the same line in 

‘ew York; but he disappeared, and Joseph 
Ledger of New York appeared as a collector 
of English estates. As soon as notices began 
to come to the legation inquiring about es- 
tates Ledger claimed to be able to collect I, 
notified the postal authorities at W ashington 
through the State Department; and his regis- 
tered letters were stamped ‘Fraud’ and re- 
turned to the sender, quickly breaking up his 
operations. 

The next complaint came from Jackson, 
Tenn., the man there operating under the 
name of G. F. B. Howard. The whole mat- 
ter had pretty nearly passed out of my mind 
when three weeks ago I made a trip to New 
Orleans with President Fish of the illinois 
Central road. On our return north we stopped 
over at Jackson, Tenn., where the people had 
88 a very cordial reception for us.

ACTIVITY BEFORE THE NEW YEAR 


Gold Exports BegineDullness Weakens 
Stock Market QuotationseThe Produce 
Markets Lack Buoyancy — Traders 


‘Friendly to Wheat, but Are Quick to 


Take Profits-Receipts at Primary Points 


Have Fallen Off Sharply—Corn and Pro- 


visions Narrow. 


There has been no improvement, so far as 
industrial activity is concerned, during the 
week, nor are there any indications of an un- 
mediate resumption of activity. The pros- 
pect now is that we shall have a continuation 
of this period of dullness for at least some 
weeks. The statement of bank clearings 
shows how universal this dullness is. 
There is hardly a city in the country that 
does not show a marked decrease, although 
that decrease now is somewhat less than it 
was earlier in the season. It seems now 
hardly\ probable that there will be any marked 
moyement toward a resumption of activity in 

ustkjal affairs until we are fairly started 
ito next year. It is repetition to say that the 
small accumulation of manufactured stocks 
will sooner or later force manufacturers into 
activity; but nevertheless that feature of the 
situation is perhaps of; more importance than 
any other single incident. 

The foreign exchange market has continued 
to act perversely. Saturday there was a ship- 
ment of $599,000 gold to Germany. The 
quotations for sterling exchange do not yet war- 
ranta shipmentof goldif the ordinary profits 
and charges of the exchange dealer are figured in, 
and the shipment Saturday was a transaction 
controlled by special conditions. Neverthe- 
less the exchange market has been going quite 
opposite to gonoral expectations. When the 
endrmous accumulation of Mle money at the cen- 
ters hero is taken into account it would seem 
that gold shipments atthis time need not be 
counted as of much consequence, but it must 
also be remembered in this connection that the 
United States Treasury’s stock of gold is still far 
below the $100,000,000 reserve, and any large 
withdrawals of go!d for export might affect the 
Treasury situation adversely. 

When one looks from the domestic to the for- 
eign financial situation they may well be satis- 
fied with even the extreme dullness which is pre- 
vailing here. Marked distrust seems to be the 
characteristic feature abroad. This is especially 
so in England. There continues to be adverse 
criticisms of the Bank of England inthe British 
papers, and some of these criticisms are decided- 
ly harsh. 

Money rates on the other side are now fully as 
high, and in some instances higher, than they are 
here. This is especially true with reference to 
Germany, and that probably has something to do 
with the shipments of gold Saturday to that coun- 
try. The accumulation of idle money here goes 
on. Saturday's New York bank statement showed 
that the reserve in excessof the legal require- 
ment has now reached $76,096,000. There 
is the same tendenc? toward an increasing 
amount of idle money in the local field, and 
that has made itself felt during the week by a 
disposition on the part of the New York bankers 
to enter the Chicago loan market. Loans were 
made here from New York. some as low as 3 per 
cent for six months’ time, and some of the bank- 
ers begin to see that a reduction in rates is a neces- 
sity. Five per cent is ne longer the minimum 
now. There is practically an unlimited amount 
of money to be had at 5 per cent on proper col- 
jateral, and loans have unquestionably been 


made below that rate. 
The stock market has been excessively dull 


and the changes in quotations small; us a rulo, 


however, quotations close at the end of the week 
somewhat higher than they open. The feature 
of the woek perhaps has been the comparative 
activity in someo the industrials, like Diamond 
Match and Straw Board. These haye shown 
moderate strength. The advanee in Diamond 
Matcli has behind it the excellent record of eafn- 
ings which the company has made this 
year, and the stock, therefore, appeals directly to 
investors. In the case of the Strawboard co 
pany there is not the same réasons forthe ad- 
vance, and it may be add the advance in 
that stock did.not hold so firmly. New York

There is, in- 
deed, constant investment going on all the time, 
but that is being done so quietly and there is 
such complete absence of the speculative spirit 
just at present that the full significance of this 
investment-buying is not yet felt. When a wave 
of apeculation comes and it is —— how great 
has beon the absorption of stocks by investors we 
will better see what an unparalleled aceumula- 
tion of idle money really means to the stock 
market. 

The dullness so common to industrial circles 
pervades nearly all branches of the produce 
markets. Lake navigation is closed, with its at- 
tendant low freight rates to the seaboard, but 
the clamor of the eastbound railways for busi- 
ness has‘ resulted in some benefit. to shippers, 
and itis possible to send a bushel of corn to 
New York for about IIe or a shade less, all rail, 
while it cost something like 8c a month —1 — 
send it via lakes and canal.
